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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  BOARD  OF  JMANAGE- 

MENT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1912. 
Gentlemen  : — 

Citizens  who  are  interested  in  the  growth  of  the  Public 
Library  of  this  city  (and  they  are  increasing  each  year)  in 
looking  over  the  work  of  1912  would  mark  out  as  the  great 
outstanding  features  signifying  progress : — 

First,  the  generous  supplementary  gift  of  Mr.  J.  Ross 
Robertson,  by  which  over  four  hundred  pictures  have  been 
added  to  the  priceless  collection  of  Historical  Prints  placed  in 
the  possession  of  the  Library  through  his  generosity  at  the  end 
of  last  year.  That  these  are  interesting  to  the  people  and 
appreciated  by  them  is  proved  by  an  attendance  of  26,890 
visitors  during  the  past  eleven  months.  That  the  collection 
might  be  made,  as  its  donor  intended,  a  means  of  education  as 
well  as  of  recreation  and  pleasure,  a  library  assistant  has  been 
assigned  to  the  Historical  Room. 

Second,  the  development  of  the  work  among  children  in  the 
Children's  Rooms  in  the  Branch  Libraries  throughout  the  city. 
The  Board  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  Lillian 
Smith,  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  New  York  Public 
Library,  to  take  charge  of  this  work.  Three  capable  assistants 
have  been  working  under  her  direction  during  the  past  three 
months,  and  the  results  have  been  highly  gratifying.  The 
Stor}'  Hour  in  the  Branches  where  there  is  a  Children's  Room, 
and  the  National  Story  Hour  in  the  J.  Ross  Robertson  Historical 
Room,  have  greatly  stimulated  the  interest  of  the  children  of 
the  city,  and  the  Chief  Librarian  has  frequently  been  commended 
for  inaugurating  this  movement. 

Some  idea  of  the  rapid  growth  of  the  Library  may  be 
gained  from  the  fact  that  during  the  year  1912  no  less  than 
seventeen  assistants  received  permanent  appointment,  making 
the  staff  of  female  assistants  engaged  by  the  Board  and  in  service 
at  the  end  of  the  year  fifty-six,  as  compared  with  thirty-one  at 
the  close  of  1909.  The  payrolls  show  a  total  force  of  seventy- 
three,  an  addition  of  thirty-four  within  three  years. 

During  the  year  contracts  were  let  for  the  new  Dovercourt 
Branch  building  at  the  corner  of  Bloor  Street  and  Gladstone 
Avenue.  The  building,  which  will  cost  about  $35,000,  is  well 
under  way.  I  had  the  honour,  as  Chairman  of  the  Board,  of 
laying  the  corner-stone  on  the  16th  of  October  last.     We  fully 


expect  this  now  Iniilding  to  l)e  the  finest  and  most  efficient  of 
those  provided  for  our  Branch  Libraries.  It  has  the  distinction 
of  being  tlie  first  erected  by  the  City,  all  others  being  the  gift 
of  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie. 

A  long  felt  need  has  been  met  by  the  provision  of  a  Cloak- 
room, with  an  attendant,  in  the  Reference  l)uilding.  A  new 
lavatory  also  has  been  provided,  and  a  number  of  other 
necessary  alterations  and  repairs  made  in  this  and  the  other 
Library  buildings,  including  the  painting  and  decorating  of  the 
interior  of  all.  The  latter  was  effected  by  the  engagement  of  a 
painter,  at  a  substantial  saving  of  what  the  work  would  have 
cost  if  done  under  contract.  Extensive  improvements  have 
been  made  in  the  grounds  surrounding  our  various  Libraries,  in 
sodding,  the  laying  out  of  flower  beds  and  planting  of  shrubbery, 
and  in  granolithic  walks  and  increased  drainage. 

In  the  administration  of  the  funds  the  utmost  care  has 
been  exercised  in  the  purchase  of  material  and  equipment,  and 
in  securing  a  maximum  of  efficiency  at  a  minimum  of  cost. 

A  pleasing  incident  of  the  year  was  the  visit  on  the  25th 
of  June  of  a  large  body  of  delegates  from  the  United  States  and 
Western  Canada  en  route  to  the  American  Library  Association 
in  Ottawa.  The  Board  tendered  a  banquet  to  the  delegates  in 
the  Art  Room  of  the  Reference  Library,  and  the  visit  through- 
out proved  to  be  of  a  very  enjoyable  character.  It  was  a  source 
of  pleasure  to  meet  some  of  the  leading  librarians  of  this 
Continent,  and  to  receive  from  them  very  kind  expressions  of 
their  surprise  at  the  excellent  accommodation  provided  for  our 
readers,  and  the  very  high  efficiency  attained  through  the  efforts 
of  our  Chief  Librarian.  It  was  most  gratifying,  in  conversation 
with  more  than  one,  to  learn  how  much  they  admired  the 
executive  ability  and  progressiveness  of  our  chief  executive 
officer. 

The  demands  for  Library  service  from  the  outlying  sections 
have  been  constantly  growing.  The  Board,  during  the  year, 
has  heard  deputations  from  East  Toronto,  Deer  Park,  College 
Heights  and  Moore  Park  Ratepayers'  Associations,  urging  the 
claims  of  their  sections  for  adequate  Library  accommodation. 
As  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  are  not  sufficient  to 
provide  new  buildings,  the  citizens  interested  have  in  all  cases 
been  advised  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  City  authorities  for  the 
necessary  funds.  If  sites  and  buildings  are  provided,  the  in- 
creased revenue  from  the  Library  warrants  me  in  stating  that 
the  Board  will  be  prepared  to  administer  the  new  branches  as 
they  are  established. 

The  decision  of  the  Board  to  sell  the  Church  Street  prop- 


erty  has  apparently  won  the  approval  of  the  public,  and  it 
will  therefore  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  in  the  coming  year  to 
effect  a  profitable  sale,  and,  after  due  consideration  of  the 
Library  needs  of  the  entire  City,  arrive  at  a  definite  decision 
of  liow  best  to  meet  the  demands  with  the  funds  at  their 
disposal. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  lost  the  services  of  some 
of  the  oldest  members  of  the  staff.  IMiss  Kingsmill  retired  after 
23  years,  and  Miss  Dora  McCarthy  after  28  years,  both  from  ill- 
health.  Mrs.  Ross,  appointed  in  1894,  died  very  suddenly  on 
the  6th  of  October.  Miss  Elford  w^as  obliged  to  leave  us  after 
five  years'  service,  and  IMiss  Poole  after  three  years  of  valuable 
work  in  the  Cataloguing  Department.  It  is  my  duty  to  express 
the  regret  of  the  Board  at  having  lost  these  valuable  assistants 
from  the  staff. 

The  efficiency  of  our  staff  in  every  branch  has  been  ex- 
cellently maintained,  and  the  service  rendered  to  the  public  is 
fully  appreciated  by  the  citizens,  as  evidenced  by  the  growth 
of  circulation.  As  an  example  of  the  work  of  a  department  of 
our  Library,  let  me  speak  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  cata- 
loguing of  our  books.  The  work  of  the  Cataloguing  Department 
for  this  year  has  been  such  that  an  almost  marvellous  record  has 
been  created.  It  has  been  stated  by  well-known  authorities 
that  they  have  yet  to  learn  of  any  Cataloguing  Department  of 
similar  size  and  under  similar  conditions  that  has  ever  equalled 
the  following  record : —

In  closing  my  report,  I  have  to  state,  like  previous  Chair- 
men of  this  Board,  that  the  work  of  the  Chief  Librarian,  Mr. 
Locke,  is  of  such  a  high  character  that  it  is  almost  impossible 
for  us  to  estimate  his  true  worth.  Under  his  direction  the 
circulation  of  the  various  libraries  has  increased  from  year  to 
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year,  indicafinp  tliat  he  is  always  eonscious  of  the  public  needs, 
and  that  liis  staff  is  thorougiily  imbued  with  his  ideas  in  seeking 
to  give  the  public  a  Library  service  second  to  none. 

To  the  Assistant  Lil)rarian,  the  staff,  and  the  members  of 
this  Board  I  have  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  hearty 
co-operation  in  the  development  and  extension  of  the  Library 
work  throughout  the  city,  and  all  of  whom  have  assisted  in 
making  my  duties  as  Chairman  most  pleasant  and  profitable.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  LIBRARIAN. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Public  Library  Board: 
Gentlemen  : 

The  notable  features  of  the  year  have  been : — 

1.  The  Gift  of  Mr.  J.  Ross  Robertson. 

Mr.  J.  Ross  Robertson,  who  is  known  throughout  the  world 
of  Books  and  Prints  as  the  great  Canadian  Collector,  gave  to 
the  Public  Library  Board  in  trust  for  the  people  of  Toronto  his 
large  and  very  valuable  collection  of  prints  illustrative  of  early 
Canada.  This  is  the  largest  single  collection  of  Canadian  prints 
known  to  exist  outside  of  the  Archives  of  the  Government  of 
Canada.  During  the  year  this  has  been  increased  by  Mr.  Robert- 
son by  one-third.  Since  its  formal  opening  by  Sir  John  M. 
Gibson,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  province,  in  January 
last,  it  has  been  visited  bj^  26,890  persons.  But  the  great  virtue 
of  this  Collection  to  us  is  not  merely  the  attendance  of  adults, 
but,  much  more  important  than  this,  the  use  to  which  we  have 
been  able  to  put  it  in  connection  with  our  National  Story  Hours, 
which  are  held  in  the  Historical  Collection  Room.  The  stories 
of  those  who  discovered  and  developed  Canada  are  told  by  the 
librarian  in  charge  of  the  Collection  to  groups  of  fifty  children 
at  a  time,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  portraits  of  the  early  ex- 
plorers, pioneers  and  statesmen,  and  where  the  scenes  of  their 
early  lives  and  exploits  are  portrayed  in  picture  form.  It  has 
at  once  become  a  great  educational  factor  which  we  may  use  to 
develop  in  the  girls  and  boys  of  Canada  an  interest  in  the 
history  of  their  country,  and  foster  in  them  a  pride  in  its 
pioneers  and  an  appreciation  of  the  efforts  to  build  up  a  young 
nation  in  the  face  of  great  obstacles. 

2.  The  Development  of  Work  Among  the  Children. 

Owing  to  the  ready  response  with  which  the  Board  met  my 
recommendation  of  last  year  concerning  the  expansion  of  our 
work  among  children,  I  am  able  to  report  an  increase  in  this 
work  far  beyond  our  most  sanguine  hopes.  We  have  now  a 
Head  of  the  Children's  Department  who  was  specially  trained 
for  this  work,  and  three  assistants,  the  result  of  whose  work 
during  the  past  three  months  is  seen  in  the  throngs  of  children 
who  wish  to  come  to  our  Story  Hours  and  the  regularity  of 
attendance  in  our  Reading  Clubs  for  Girls  and  Boys. 
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3.  Pressure  on  our  Space. 

Undor  this  caijtidn  I  explained  in  the  report  of  last  year 
liovv  niiu'h  we  were  sullVring  t'loin  overcrowding  in  some  of  our 
departments.  The  evil  is  aggravated  now  by  the  development 
of  the  work  among  eliildren  which  crowds  our  College  Branch, 
and  by  the  decided  increase  in  the  number  of  books  purcha.sed. 
We  have  now  reached  what  is  practically  our  limit  in  the  number 
of  books  which  we  can  accession,  label,  catalogue  and  add  to  our 
circulating  libraries.  It  is  hardly  humane  to  ask  our  Cata- 
loguing and  Stock  Departments  to  work  under  the  present 
conditions. 

4.  The  Circulation  and  Use  of  Books. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  we  have  a  great  problem  before  us 
as  librarians  in  endeavoring  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing 
community  like  Toronto.  The  Church  Street  Library  receives 
all  the  new  books,  copies  of  some  being  sent  to  Branch  Libraries. 
As  Chief  Librarian  I  am  confronted  by  the  facts  that  but  few 
of  our  borrowers  (and  the  number  grows  less  each  year)  will 
go  to  this  Library,  as  it  is  decidedl}^  out  of  the  way ;  that  ladies 
cannot  go  to  it  after  dusk,  as  it  is  not  a  safe  neighborhood  for 
them ;  that  the  Board  seems  unable  to  dispose  of  the  property, 
even  though  in  addition  to  the  other  reasons  the  up-keep  of  it  is 
increasing  every  year;  that  there  must  be  some  one  place  where 
the  new  books  recorded  in  the  ^Monthly  Bulletin  maj'  be  sent 
and  which  will  serve  as  a  central  distributing  station  to  the 
Branches  whenever  requisitions  come  in  for  books  not  obtain- 
able at  a  Branch;  that  the  circulation  in  1900  was  308,081,  in 
1912  only  114,105.  Therefore  I  desire  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Board  to  the  fact  that  each  year  we  face  a  "deficit"  in  cir- 
culation from  Church  Street  which  has  to  be  overcome  before 
we  can  measure  up  even  to  the  circulation  of  the  previous  year. 
In  1912  this  deficit,  the  decrease  in  circulation  at  Church  Street, 
was  10,041,  notwithstanding  the  use  of  stimulants  to  restore 
circulation,  such  as  (a)  open  shelf  room,  (b)  all  new  books  sent 
there,  (c)  the  books  recorded  in  the  Monthly  Bulletin  are  to  be 
found  there,  (d)  two  copies  of  every  new  work  of  fiction  to  be 
found  only  at  that  Library. 

5.  Accessions  to  the  Library. 

Again  I  have  to  report  a  most  prosperous  year,  with  letters 
from  citizens  who  live  near  our  Branches  conveying  to  the  Board 
their  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  Board  to  add  especially 
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to  the  reading  matter  at  the  Branch  Libraries.  There  were 
added  in  1912  some  21,500  volumes,  many  of  which  went  to  the 
Branches.  There  was  also  much  rebinding  done,  and  our  efforts 
were  specially  directed  towards  destroying  the  dirty,  binding 
up  the  worn,  and  purchasing  new  books  for  Branches. 

6.  The  Dovercourt  Branch. 

It  is  expected  that  this,  which  will  be  the  largest  Branch 
in  our  system  and  the  largest  Branch  library  in  Canada,  will  be 
ready  for  the  Autumn.  We  have  been  greatly  delayed  by  what 
the  architects  and  contractors  call  "a  series  of  unfortunate  and 
unforeseen  occurrences. ' ' 

7.  The  American  Library  Association. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion, which  for  the  first  time  was  held  in  our  province,  this 
Library  was  well  represented  in  the  various  departments.  We 
had  the  pleasure  of  entertaining  229  of  the  Western  contingent 
of  librarians  on  their  way  to  Ottawa. 

8.  Missing  Books. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  report  on  books  miss- 
ing, and  especialh'  to  that  which  comes  from  Church  Street. 
After  many  letters  and  petitions  your  Board  decided  to  adopt 
the  open  shelf  system  at  Church  Street  in  so  far  as  it  was  pos- 
sible. The  latest  books  were  placed  on  shelves  in  an  open  room 
to  which  the  public  had  access.  The  result  this  year  is  that 
282  books  have  been  taken  from  that  room  for  which  we  have 
no  records  and  which  cannot  be  traced. 

9.  The  Public  Library  Association. 

Again  may  I  say  what  I  did  last  year  about  this  Associa- 
tion, \'iz: — 

Worthy  of  special  attention  on  the  part  of  the  Board  is  the 
Public  Library  Association,  composed  of  the  members  of  the 
Staff  in  all  the  library  departments.  This  Association  meets  on 
the  evening  of  the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  and  discusses 
some  phase  of  library  development  in  relationship  to  our  local 
conditions.  As  Chief  Librarian  I  wish  to  testify  to  the  good  it 
has  accomplished.  It  has  increased  the  usefulness  of  at  least 
ninety  per  cent,  of  the  staff — this  being  the  average  attendance 
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at  the  meetings.  The  interest  of  some  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  in  this  vohmtary  work  has  cncon raged  the  members  of  the 
Association. 

10.     Department  Reports. 

The  reports  of  tiie  different  departments  have  been  pre- 
pared by  the  heads  of  the  departments  and  are  printed  on  suc- 
ceeding pages.  I  desire  to  thank  the  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  hearty  co-operation  in  the  Li])rary  during  the  pa.st  year. 
The  increase  of  intelligent  interest,  aided  and  stimulated  to  a 
very  great  degree  by  the  Public  Library  Association,  has  made 
the  work  of  the  Chief  Librarian  more  pleasant  and  more 
productive. 

Again  I  have  the  privilege  of  announcing  to  the  Board  that 
so  far  as  internal  affairs  are  concerned  this  has  been  a  most 
successful  year,  and  I  thank  the  Board  on  behalf  of  the  staff  of 
the  Library  for  the  interest  taken  in  the  welfare  and  comfort  of 
those  who  are  engaged  in  the  work.

REPORTS  FROM  DEPARTMENTS 

Reference  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Reference  Library  during  the  past  year 
has  been  of  the  same  character  as  formerly,  the  only  difference 
being  that  while  the  number  of  people  using  the  room  has  been 
much  greater,  the  number  of  books  actually  consulted  has  been 
slightly  less.  This  fact  we  attribute  in  some  measure  to  the 
greater  familiarity  with  the  books  on  the  open  shelves,  with  the 
system  of  cataloguing,  and  to  the  use  of  the  ]Municipal  Reference 
Branch. 

The  number  of  books  used  during  the  year  was  190,585, 
which,  with  Reference  books  in  the  College  Street  Children's 
Room,  21,845,  and  in  the  Municipal  Reference  Branch,  7,960, 
makes  a  total  of  220,393. 

The  number  of  volumes  received  from  the  Stock  Depart- 
ment was  4,214,  of  which  440  were  bound  periodicals,  340  dona- 
tions, and  415  patents.  Pamphlets  to  the  number  of  886  were 
received,  and  1,214  donations,  of  which  340  were  bound  and  874 
unbound. 

During  the  twelve  months  10  volumes  have  disappeared 
from  the  open  shelves,  and  though  this  fact  is  to  be  greatly 
deplored,  we  regard  the  loss  as  a  very  trifling  one  when  we 
consider  the  number  of  volumes  used. 

The  new  Cloak  Room  has  filled  a  much  needed  want,  and 
will  be  the  means  of  preventing  the  loss  of  overcoats,  hats,  um- 
brellas, etc.,  on  the  part  of  the  readers. 

The  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  held  at 
Ottawa  last  June  was  responsible  for  the  visit  of  a  large  number 
of  the  delegates  to  our  Library,  and  we  were  very  much  grati- 
fied at  their  warmly  expressed  appreciation  of  our  building, 
reading  room,  books,  system,  etc. 

We  regret  that  Miss  F.  Thompson  was  obliged  to  take  an 
extended  leave  of  absence  on  account  of  illness,  and  owing  to 
this  fact  and  the  extension  of  work  connected  with  the  J.  Ross 
Robertson  Historical  Room,  Miss  Clare  Miller,  B.A.,  and  ]\Iiss 
Jessie  Swinarton,  B.A.,  have  been  added  to  the  staff. 

We  are  very  much  pleased  to  report  that  all  the  members  of 
our  staff  have  shown  great  interest  in  their  work,  and  have  per- 
formed all  their  duties  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner.

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Children's  Department. 

The  opeuininj  of  two  more  children's  rooms  in  charge  of 
assistants  is  the  most  significant  feature  of  the  development  of 
the  work  with  children  during  the  year.  In  October  the 
organization  of  the  children's  work  at  the  Riverdale  Branch  was 
begun,  and  Miss  Gladys  Stautfer  placed  in  charge.  In  Novem- 
ber the  children's  work  at  the  Western  branch  was  organized, 
and  IMiss  Bessie  Staton  placed  in  charge.  In  both  these 
branches  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  use  of  the  chil- 
dren's room  for  reading  and  reference  purposes,  and  it  has  been 
possible  to  give  much  individual  help  in  the  selection  of  books. 
In  November  INliss  Lulu  Collver  was  also  appointed  as  assistant 
to  the  children's  librarian  at  the  College  Street  branch. 

The  circulation  of  Juvenile  books  in  1912  was  90,958.  In 
1911  it  was  85,709.  The  book  collections,  especially  in  the  three 
branches  with  organized  children's  rooms,  have  been  strength- 
ened materially. 

There  is  great  need  for  an  adequate  children's  room  at 
the  College  St.  branch.  The  overcrow^ding  during  the  winter 
months,  and  especially  on  the  days  on  which  the  stories  are  told 
in  the  room,  make  it  almost  impossible  for  the  librarian  to  give 
individual  attention  to  the  children.  The  seating  capacity  has 
often  proved  insufficient,  and  the  section  devoted  to  the  children, 
besides  being  the  darkest  corner,  is  not  sufficiently  separated 
from  the  adult  department. 

The  story  hour  has  proved  one  of  the  most  attractive 
features  in  the  children's  rooms,  and  has  been  a  strong  means 
of  arousing  an  interest  in  good  reading.  Since  October,  when 
the  story  hours  became  a  regular  institution  at  several  of  the 
branch  libraries,  52  story  hours  have  been  held,  at  which  142 
stories  were  told — 2,978  children  listened  to  these  stories.  A 
story  hour  of  particular  interest  is  held  in  the  J.  Ross  Robert- 
son room,  at  which  stories  of  early  Canadian  history  are  told. 

Reading  clubs  for  older  children  are  flourishing  at  the 
College  and  Riverdale  Branches,  conducted  by  the  children's 
librarians  in  charge,  and  have  been  found  an  effective  means  of 
guiding  the  reading  of  those  who  will  shortly  be  using  the  adult 
department. 

During  the  last  week  of  November  and  the  first  part  of 
December  an  exhibition  of  gift  books  for  children  was  held  in  the 
art  rooms  of  the  Reference  Library.  The  books  on  exhibition 
represented  the  great  variety  of  the  interests  of  children,  and 
were  grouped  in  separate  classes,  such  as  Nature  Study,  Natural 
History,    Travel,    Canadian    History,     etc.     Fifteen     hundred 
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visitors  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  make  a  selec- 
tion of  books  for  children's  holiday  reading,  and  to  enjoy 
examining  the  beautiful  editions  and  the  attractive  illustrations 
of  the  books  themselves.

Cataloguing  Department. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  the  Cataloguing  Department 
records  at  the  beginning  of  its  report  for  the  year  1912  the 
resignation  in  June  of  ^liss  Poole,  formerly  joint  head  of  this 
Department. 

^Miss  Poole's  personal  charm  and  her  enthusiasm  in  all 
phases  of  library  work  will  not  be  forgotten.  We  miss  her  in 
the  Cataloguing  Department,  and  sincerely  regret  that  she  could 
not  remain  with  us. 

During  the  year  three  new  assistants,  ^Miss  Eloise  ]Mac- 
Fayden,  ]\Iiss  Gosnell  and  JNIiss  Carrie,  entered  the  Department. 

The  work  of  recataloguing  the  Reference  Library  is  steadily 
progressing.  The  Canadian  history  section  is  now  fully  classi- 
fied according  to  the  new  Canadian  extension  of  the  Dewey 
decimal  classification  which  we  have  adopted.  The  removal  of 
one  section  of  the  old  catalogue  and  the  filing  in  of  new  cards 
has  necessitated  the  expansion  of  our  new  catalogue. 

The  cataloguing  of  all  our  newspapers  was  begun  this 
year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  long  this  catalogue  will  be 
completed. 

In  January  1912  the  classifying  of  all  books  for  the  Central 
Circulating  Library  and  its  branches  was  commenced.  The 
Dewey  decimal  system  of  classification  has  been  adopted  for  all 
books  except  fiction,  which  is  arranged  alphabetically  by  author. 
Each  branch  has  now  its  own  card  catalogue,  which  we  hope  to 
complete  for  all  books  on  the  shelves. 

In  September  700  books  on  the  open  shelf  at  the  Central 
Library  were  classified  and  catalogued,  and  in  addition  to  these, 
all  books  which  are  sent  to  be  repaired  are  catalogued  before 
they  are  returned.  In  this  way  cards  for  the  old  stock  are 
being  placed  in  the  catalogues. 

This  circulating  branch  of  our  cataloguing  work  has  ex- 
panded very  rapidly.  The  system  which  has  been  developed 
during  the  past  year  of  having  a  union  shelf  list  and  classifying 
all  books  before  they  leave  the  main  building  has  proved  very 
satisfactory. 

Each  month  a  classified  bulletin  has  been  issued  of  all  books 
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receivod  at  the  Central  Circulating  Library.  In  October  the 
Juvonilo  list  was  made  to  contain  all  books  received  at  the 
College  Street  branch.  This  was  found  to  be  more  satisfactory, 
as  the  College  Street  branch  is  the  headquarters  for  our  chil- 
dren's work.  In  addition  to  the  monthly  bulletin,  we  published 
in  January  an  extension  of  the  Dewey  decimal  classification  for 
Canada.  This  publication  was  very  much  needed,  both  for  our 
own  library  and  for  all  Canadian  libraries  which  use  the  Dewey 
classification.  A  bulletin  of  all  foreign  books  in  the  Central 
Circulating  Library  was  also  published  in  October. 

Two  members  from  this  Department  attended  the  meeting 
of  the  American  Library  Association  in  Ottawa  during  the  last 
week  in  June.

Accessioning  Department. 

The  opening  of  directed  children's  departments  in  several 
of  our  branches  has  led  to  an  inundation  of  literature  for  chil- 
dren; but  such  a  sea  of  interesting  and  instructive  books  that 
many  of  the  older  readers  have  found  its  waters  refreshing. 
The  selection  has  covered  a  wide  range.  There  were  wonder 
tales  from  Russia,  Japan,  India,  Donegal,  old  English  fairy 
tales,  Jewish  legends,  and  even  the  fairy  tales  of  the  Pueblo 
Indians.  There  were  the  ever-loved  Perrault's,  Grimm's;  Ander- 
sen's, and  expurgated  editions  of  the  ''Arabian  Nights,"  all 
newly  and  exquisitely  illustrated  by  such  artists  as  Dulae, 
Walton,  Folkard,  etc.  There  w^ere  folk  tales  from  Bengal, 
fanciful  tales  by  the  inimitable  Selma  Lagerlof,  and  Finnish 
tales  retold  from  "Kalevala"  for  children.  There  were  charm- 
ing editions  of  such  famous  stories  as  "Alice  in  Wonderland," 
"Treasure  Island,"  "The  Christmas  Carol,"  "Billy  Popgun," 
Lamb's,   Guerber's  and  MacLeod's  tales  retold    from    Shake- 
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speare,  and  of  the  older  favorites,  the  Kate  Greenaway  and 
Beatrix  Potter  books.  There  were  entertaining  volumes  of 
poetry,  such  as  Eugene  Field's,  Robt.  L.  Stevenson's,  The  Chil- 
dren's Longfellow,  Browning's  "Pied  Piper,"  daintily  illus- 
trated, and  fine  collections  of  children's  poems  by  Ingpen, 
Littlewood  and  Auvergne.  There  were  beautiful  books  on 
Lepidoptera ;  especially  attractive  was  one  on  the  "]\[oths  of  the 
Limberlost;"  instructive  guides  to  trees,  wild  flowers,  birds,  etc., 
the  enthralling  Arthurian  legends  retold  and  illustrated  by 
Howard  Pyle,  the  Greek  and  Roman  classics  gotten  up  in  in- 
teresting juvenile  costume.  For  boys  with  engineering  or 
inventive  bent  there  were  hosts  of  inspiring  books.  For  girls 
there  were  entrancing  volumes  of  fairy  and  romantic  tales  told 
by  Leonora  Blanche  and  Andrew  Lang.  Every  phase  of  child 
education  has  received  an  impetus  by  the  wise  selection  of 
appropriate  books. 

For  the  adult .  mind  there  was  the  best  output  from  the 
various  English,  American  and  Canadian  publishers.  Especi- 
ally suitable  to  this  year  were  books  on  the  naval  question,  on 
the  Persian  crisis,  and  on  the  German  Empire.  Among  these 
last  were  a  translation  of  Von  Bernhardi's  "Germany  and  the 
Next  War,"  the  ex-M.P.  W.  N.  Wallis's  "What  Germany 
Wants,"  "England  and  Germany,"  by  leaders  of  public  opinion 
in  both  Empires;  "Germany  and  the  German  Emperor,"  by 
Perris;  and  "German  IMemories," — a  most  interesting  volume 
from  the  pen  of.  Sidney  Wliitman,  who  has  in  his  day  been  in- 
timate with  Bismarck,  Von  Moltke,  Prince  Bulow,  Blumenthal, 
and  all  those  who  have  had  a  hand  in  the  consolidation  of  the 
German  states  during  and  since  1870. 

]Many  books  of  essays  by  such  gifted  writers  as  Repplier, 
Grierson,  Belloc,  Van  Dyke,  Chesterton,  etc.,  as  well  as  the  best 
of  the  new  dramatic  publications,  were  purchased,  among  whicli 
were  Maeterlinck's.  Loti's,  Maugham's,  Yeates',  Pinero's  and 
Parker's  latest  works. 

Notable  among  the  very  recent  publications  are  Sir  Richard 
Cartwright's  "Reminiscences,"  Service's  "Rhymes  of  a  Rolling 
Stone,"  Schuster's  "The  Strangling  of  Persia,"  "The  Montes- 
sori  Method."  Fisher's  "The  Montessori  ^Mother,"  Leacock's 
"Sunshine  Sketches,"  Ollivier's  "Franco-Prussian  War  and  its 
Hidden  Causes." 

The  usual  annual  increase  was  made  to  the  French,  German, 
Italian.  Spanish,  Yiddish  and  Hebrew  shelves,  and  new  gram- 
mars of  the  various  Slav  languages  were  received. 

Accretions  to  the  Library  came  also  in  the  form  of  the  new 
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Century  Dictionary  and  tiie  new  edition  oi"  the  Encyclopaedia 
Britanniea. 

In  point  of  numbers,  the  additions  to  the  Library  this  year 
in  the  shape  of  patents  were  415,  in  that  of  purchased  books, 
20,752;  and  in  donations  540,  making  a  total  increase  of  21,707 
books. 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  books  purchased 
necessitated  additional  help.  ]\Iiss  Corey  became  the  regular 
assistant  in  this  department  in  January. 

PATRICIA  O'CONNOR. 

Registration  Department. 

During  the  year  library  cards  were  issued  to  6,282  adults 
and  1661  children,  in  addition  to  which  there  were  over  10,000 
renewals.  The  total  number  of  library  cards  registered  up  to 
the  close  of  the  year  was  29,780.  Of  these  1481  were  lost  and 
replaced  during  the  twelve  months  and  573  cancelled.  There 
were  sent  out  8,419  postcard  notices  of  overdue  books,  801  re- 
minders to  borrowers,  and  261  notices  to  guarantors.  As  we 
are  now  in  the  third  year  of  the  new  registration,  these  tigures 
may  be  taken  as  representing  the  normal  growth  of  Library 
patronage. 

During  the  year  we  adopted  the  plan  of  mailing  the  Library 
tickets  to  intending  borrowers,  and  it  has  worked  very  satis- 
factorily. When  application  is  made  the  applicant,  in  case  his 
name  is  not  in  the  City  Directory  and  a  guarantor  is  required, 
is  asked  to  pay,  in  addition  to  five  cents  for  his  ticket,  one  cent 
for  postage  in  mailing  the  application  card  to  the  address  of  the 
proposed  guarantor.  The  ticket  may  be  used  in  any  of  our 
eight  circulating  libraries,  but  books  must  in  all  cases  be 
returned  to  the  particular  library  from  which  they  were 
obtained.  Books  (other  than  the  most  popular  of  the  new 
fiction)  may  be  retained  fourteen  days  and  be  then  renewed  on 
application  for  another  fourteen  days.  If  kept  beyond  the 
time  limit  a  fine  of  three  cents  per  day  is  imposed.  This  De- 
partment sends  to  the  borrower  whose  book  is  three  days  over- 
due a  postcard  notice  to  this  effect,  and  if  the  book  is  not 
returned  within  two  weeks  another  notice  is  sent.  Ten  days 
later,  if  the  book  is  still  out,  a  notice  is  sent  the  guarantor,  if 
there  be  one.  If  it  becomes  necessary  to  send  out  a  collector,  an 
extra  charge  of  25  cents  for  collection  is  charged,  as  provided 
for  in  the  Public  Libraries  Act.  Borrowers  are  strictly  en- 
joined to  notify  us  of  any  change  in  their  address. 

During  the  year  we  printed   in    leaflet    form    the    rules 
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governing  borrowers,  and  a  copy  of  these  rules  is  given  to  every 
new  borrower  and  may  be  had  at  any  time  on  application. 

The  borrower's  ticket  is  good  for  only  three  years,  and  is 
then  renewable  for  another  three  years  on  application.  As  we 
began  registration  on  the  present  system  in  July,  1910,  re- 
registration  will  begin  in  July  of  the  present  year.  All  tickets 
of  three  years'  duration  are  expected  to  be  turned  in  for  renewal.

Book-Binding  Department. 

The  record  of  work  accomplished  in  our  Bindery,  as  given 
below,  is  extremely  satisfactory  in  respect  both  of  quantity  and 
quality.  The  total  number  of  new  books  bound  and  old  ones 
rebound  has  been  3,344,  as  against  2,740  last  year,  and  the  com- 
parison shows  more  favoraWe  still  when  it  is  noted  that  this 
year's  list  includes  not  only  a  much  larger  number  of  periodicals, 
but  also  many  large  newspaper  volumes.  We  added  to  the 
plant  a  fine  new  Singer  sewing-machine  which  will  greatly 
accelerate  the  work  and  increase  the  durability  of  the  binding.
